By y o u r actio n , y o u

Newark , O., Ju ly 9 .—Following the 
d eath of William Howard , a saloon 
k eeper and former city policeman, 
from a bu llet wou nd inflicted by one 
of ten d etectiv es in the employ ment of 
the Ohio Anti-Saloon Leagu e, d u ring 
attack s on saloons by the d etectiv es, 
a mob of 500 men last night attack ed 
the Lick ing cou nty jail, seized Charles 
Etherington of Harrod sbu rg, Ky „ a 
white man, and hanged him to a tel-‘ 
egraph pole in the cou rthou se sq u are. 
Sheriff Linck e tried to forestall them. 
Two iron d oors barred the progress of 
the mob, bu t they mad e their way 
throu gh them. 
The bu llet wou nd that cau sed How­ 
ard ’s d eath was said by the police to 
hav e been inflicted by Etherington, one 
of the d etectiv es. He was pu rsu ed by 
a crowd and captu red . 
Officers res­ 
cu ed him and land ed him in jail, pu r­ 
su ed by a mob. 
Etherington’s last moments, while 
he heard the mob battering d own the 
d oors, were spent in pray er and writ­ 
ing a note to his parents, farmers, re­ 
sid ing near Willisbu rg, Ky . 
“What will mother say when she 
hears of this?” he k ept moaning to the 
Jailer. 
In an attempt to commit su i 
cid e Etherington smothered his head 
in his coat and set fire to it. He was 
cau ght in time. 
In the melee as the 
mob was leav ing the jail eight prison­ 
ers held for petty offenses, escaped 
One refu sed to leav e. 
Howard , it is said , d id not resist th< 
d etectiv es 
when 
they 
entered

place. He is said to hav e pu t his arnu 
abou t Etherington as if to hold him 
whereu pon the officer fired a bu llet 
into Howard ’s head . Strik ing B. & O 
railway employ es d eclare Etherington 
recently came to Newark as a strik e 
break er, and tne ill-feeling growing ou t 
of the strik e intensified that d u e to 
the slay ing.
